A FRIGHTFUL WRECK. 


A Heavily Loaded Train from Mat* 


hattan Beach 


BPL1TIHTWO BYAFOLLOWUGTKAU. 


Fifteen Person* Killed and Haifa Hun- 


dred Mangled in the Wreck, Many 


of Whom Will Probably Die 


of Their Injuries. 


Loiro ISLAND Cm-, L 1., Aug 88.— 


An accident that cost the lives of four- 
teen penons occurred shortly after 
midnight yesterday morning in the 
little village of Berlin, near Calvary 
cemetery in the town of Newton 
The 


tiong Island train that left Manhattan 
Beach at 1] IS o'clock was overtaken 
by the train that left Eockaway Beach 
fifteen minutes earlier 
In the fright- 


ful collision that ensued the two rear 
oars of the five that made up the Man- 
hattan Beaoh train were demolished 
and the middle oar was overturned 
Hardly one of the scores of passengers 
aboard these three cars escaped nn 
hurt 


The accident happened at half an 


hour after midnight 
It was over an 


hour before any news of it reached any 
outside point It came by a messen- 
ger who walked into Long Island 
City 


The railroad company immediately 


dispatched a relief train with all the 
physicians obtainable consisting of 
Dr Valentine, the surgeon of the road, 
and Drs. Huikson, Kennedy, Doyle and 
McKeown 


They found an appalling state of af- 


fairs 
The Manhattan Beach train 


had been standing m the block to al- 
low of another tram ahead getting at 
a safe distance The Rockaway Beach 
train came dashing along behind, ran 
into the same block and crashed into 
the rear end of the Beaoh tram 
Both 


were crowded with excursionists and 
both were the last trains from their 
respective resorts. There were five 
cars in the Manhattan Beach train, all 
of them open cars 
The Rockaway 


train plunged in and plowed its way 
completely through the two rear cars 
and partly wrecked tho third 
Pas- 


sengers in the three cars were maimed 
and mangled horribly and their shrieks 
of terror and pain were awful 


The Rockaway engine was wrecked 


Its smoke stack was carried away and 
its huge boilers resembled a pin cush- 
ion from the timbers of wrecked cars 
sticking into it 
Upon these timbers 


were human beings impaled, some dead 


id others gasping their last 
High 


upon the top lay the dead body of a 
man as yet unidentified 
Upon one of 


:he timbers was impaled the body of 
Mrs. Oscar Bietzel, 28 years old, of 183 
Bast One Hundred and Fourteenth 
street, New York city 


'Ihe scene of the wreck was inde- 


Bcubably horrible 
The 
<Jead and 


wounded were mashed among the 
wrecks beside and upon the tracks. 
The timbers were showered with the 
Mood of the dead and wounded, and 
the cries of the latter could be heard 
high above tbe hissing of the steam 
and tbe calls of the frantic trainmen 


fast as the wounded were taken 


[rom the wreck they were carried to 
Ihe relief train and cared for 
The 


doctors on board worked swiftly but 
well 


Others of the doctors wore out on the 


wreck applying restoratives and mak- 
ing hurried dressings of wounds as the 
sufferers were taken out, and then the 
latter were put on the relief tram for 
more careful treatment 


Havemyer's factory stands close to 


the tracks at the scene of the accident, 


B was thrown open and some of the 


dead and injured were carried in there. 
3ne of the physician^ was Stationed

When all the wounded 


had been found that could be the re-

cars coaches and vehicles of every sort 
were pressed into seryice to get the

Seventeen of them were taken to the 
lospital in all, of whom two died upon 
he way there, Oscar Dietzel, of 122 
East One Hundred and Fourteenth 
street, and John Coughhn, a brake 
man on the Manhattan Beach train 


'Ihe dead were taken by another spe- 


cial train to Newton, which is the 
nearest town to the scene of the acci 
dent, and placed in bkelton's morgue 
ay the order of Coroner Brandon Of 
the dead there were thirteen, eight

The wrecked Manhattan Beach tram 


wns a special leaving the Beach at 11 15 
end carrying away all the straggling

\ Mott was the conductor of the Man- 
hattan Beach train, Otis Donaldson, 
engineer and William Shurr, fireman 
Of the two brakemen, Thomas Finn 
and James McCormick, Finn was killed 
and McCormick was uninjured.

passengers or crew on this train were 
seriously hurt All were shaken up 
severely and some badly bruised but 
all were able to go to their homes with 
cut assistance 


tn eyewitness says that the Rock- 


away train was going at top speed, as 
if, being the last train, the engineer 
waa trying to get bom* aa soon as pot- 


rible. The killing of Col. B. A. Book 
the editor of the Spirit of tbe Time*, 
was especially pathetic. He waa re- 
turning from the Beach With his aon 
and Dr. Knapp, of New York. His son 
was thrown, torn and bleeding, oni 
upon the embankment. Col Back was 
so badly hurt that he gasped a few 
times and died, while Dr Knappi 
uninjured and did noble service in 
ministering to the sufferinar Mr Buck 
lies at St. John's hospital terribly hi 
and does not yet know of his father's 
death 


Dr. Burke, who was with the hos- 


pital train, said that the three Man 
hattan Beach cars which were so terrl 
bly smashed contained a large party o 
excursionists of the better class 


A reporter saw three of the survivors 


in the Long Island ferry house at the 
foot of Thirty-fourth street. 
They 


said they were passengers on the Rock 
away train, occupying seats in the 
fourth coach 
The train was travelling 


at an unusually high rate of speed, the 
cars swinging so violently from side to 
side that they instinctively looked for 
an accident. All of a sudden there 
was a crash and everybody was thrown 
to the floor of the car or over the back 
of seats.

All day the morgue in Newtown and 


the hospital in l<ong Island City have 
been beseiged by anxious seekers for 
missing members of their families 
The scenes as some of the mangled 
bodies were recognized were heart- 
rending, women fainting and men fall- 
ing upon their knees to weep 
Fully 


800 persons did not find those they 
sought among the dead or wounded 
and went away with intense relief, in 
sharp contrast with those who found 
loved ones dead and mangled 


At the scene of the accident a wreck- 


ing tram and a big force of railroad 
employes have been working all day 
to obliterate the painful evidences of 
the disaster 
The three smashed cars 


were piled up and burned, the twisted 
rails and broken switches were re- 
paired and the blood pools hidden un- 
der shovelfuls of sand 


General Manager E. B Reynolds and

They stated that the 
cause of the accident was still un- 
known, that it was a question of ver- 
acity between the tower switchman, 
Nutt, and Engineer Conorite, of the 
Bockaway tram. The latter had re- 
ported that a heavy fog prevailed at 
the time, which was true 
He declared 


that the signals were set at safety, in- 
dicating a clear road, and he went 
ahead without reducing speed Sud- 
denly Fireman Robert Price, his com- 
panion exclaimed "My God, there is 


tram ahead " Looking ahead, he saw 


through the mist the red lights that 
always hang at the rear end of a train,

81.20^ an oonoe, Atigoet 20, 1890; the 
lowsst 69 cents an oanoe July 24,1893. 


In psyment of this silver bullion the 


government issued treasury notes to tbe 
amount of $160,116,985. Thsee cotes are 
redeemable in coin, but for fear of dis- 
turbing the parity ot silver, the secretary 
of tbe treasury redeemed all that were 
presented in gold, except 1711,636, which 
were redeemed in silver dollars. 
Alto- 


gether up to August 1, 1893, 849,184,160 
ot these treasury notes had been re 
deemed in gold. 


The Sherman law also provided for the 


coinage of 2,000,000 canoes of Oliver per 
month to Jan. 
1, 1892, 
whenicebonlc 


sod nnder this provision of the 


law 86,087,185 silver dollars have been 
coined from tbe bullion purchased under 
that act. 


The government now owns 133,101,375 


ounces of silver bullion at a coat o 
8121,127.677. 


This law has increased onr circulation 


—not taking into account tbe coinage o 
silver nnder the Bland-Allison act by 
which 82,000,000 were coined per montb 
which was repealed by the Sherman law 
—(186,203,170. The fact that the gov 
eminent, as a matter of policy, had t 
redeem these treasury notes m gold, was 
made the basis for the wer on silver pur 
chase; and to this IB attributed onr preb 
ent financial disorder.

in admiral 
For his immediate use he 


•eadily obtained an advance of money 
from the Dutch consul. For several 
weeks all went merry as a marriage 
»1L Popow, or Vice Admiral Wilson, as 
le ought now to be called, w as welcomed 
nto the home circle of the best 
nmilleti and in military and naval cir- 
cles, and ia said to have appeared rnons 
;han once at Government house. En* 
louraged by the success of his venture, 
IB hired a villa in the most fashionable 
resort of tbe island and lived in a lavish 
style, fully in keeping with the profes- 
sions he made. 


The day of reckoning came. As in 
long Kong, he stayed a little too long, 
and tbe continued non-arrival of his 
lag ship led to the institution at in- 
quiries which were not answered satis- 
actorlly. Popow was destined to see 
the interior of another Jail, but people 
did not care to prosecute in a case 


•here their own gullibility would have 


been exposed with terrible bareness, 
and he was allowed to leave the colony, 
Tho last of his brilliant uniform was 
seen in the window of the agent of a 
nwing machine company. Popow has 
>een glad to sell it as a "cheap lot" to 
tbe enterprising agent, wbo dressed an 
effigy with it and displayed it in hi* 
shop window, decorated with an appro- 
priate inscription, much to the mingled 
llsgust and amusement of the former 
Mends of the self-styled admiral.
